to be included in the transfer. Gen, But- 
ler closed the diseussion by reviewing the 
title, the claims gn the property, and the matter 
of finally settling the litigation proposed by his 
client. Mr. Lapham. He presented also a long 
list of other creditors who joined in 
raying for the acceptance of the Lap- 
am offer. Finally he presented a most 

sweeping bill ia equity, intended to 
tie up all the property in so rigid a manner that 
no one could see any probability of settlement 
within the lifetime of the present generation. 
This so alarmed the opposing attorneys that the 
Aldrich Committee practical admitted that 
the offer for . oo came from them. The 
court at last teok the matter under advisement 
announced that unless they ould 
find good reasons for not contirm- 
ing the sale to Lapham at $2,800,000, 
that sale would be eontirmed next Wednesday. 
It is well understood that this Lapbam offer 
comes from the same capitalists that made the 
first offer of $1,600,000 last year. If the sale be 
contirmed to m. the Spragues will join in 
giving them a clear title, and ther wili thus ob- 
tain property valued at not less than $5,000,000 
for little more than half that amount.

NEW YORK POLITICS. 


A Republican Defeat—What Caused It. 

ALBANY, March 1.—The result of the election 
in the powerful Republican Eignteenth Sena- 
torial District, last -year living 7,000 majority, 
is both asurpMse and an enigma tothe poli- 
ticians here.

IN THE HOUSE, 
THE DIPLOWATIC AND CONSULAR BILL. 
Speciai Digpaten to The Ohbicage Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—The House had 
a busy Saturday, and finished, save as to the 
formal vote in the House, the Dipiemstic end 
Consular Appropriation bill. This is more work 
than bas been accomplished in any other week 
this session, the House having practically com- 
pleted three appropriatiun bills. The outlook 
for the next week is more animated thas it has 
bees. There is likely to be an earnest contest 
upon three subjects, beginamg Tyesday: First, 
the special order to consider as to 
special legislation, inveiving the principle of 
the Springer bili; seeond, the Tarif Commis- 
sion bill; and third, the new propositions 
from the Committee on Rules. Each of these 
projects is likely to exeite considerable dis- 
eussion. Mr. Kasson sass that be shall not again 
abandon his attempt to bring up the Tariff Com- 
mission bill except by the mere force of votes. 
THE DEBATE UPON THE DIPLOMATIC BILL 
today took a much wider ecberacter than has 
been the custom this session upon appropria- 
tion bills, and reminded one of the exeiting de- 
bates which have frequently occurred in the 
former Congresses in the ordinary consideration 
of such bills. The discussion today covered the 
Irish question, the subject of naturalization, the 
protection of American eitizens, the relative 
position of the two parties as to toreigg-born 
citizens, and, least of all, the diplomatic and 
consular service. 
THE SPARKING BETWEEN LEADING MEM- 

BERS 

of the two parties was often interesting. Mr. 
Hiseock evidentiy thought it wee neagseary to 
vindicate his position as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and as one of the 
leaders of the House DY making a political 
speech. .This he did after the manner of 
speeches already made upon this bill epver- 
ing the question of American citi- 
zeuship. His points were neither 
new nor stated with special force. 
One of the strongest political paluts which he 
made was to turn to ridicule the positiom occn- 
pied by the Northern and Southern Democrats 
respectively, op the subject of the tariff. The 
notable ineideat of the day was the passage be 
tween Mr. Cox, of New York, and Mr. Robeson, 
of New Jersey. 


COX, 

in a speech whichin tae beginaing savored of 
g0o0d-fellowship, and which protested that 
neither party could lay claim to greater patriot 
ism than another in its zeal to protect the rights 
of fo n-born citizens, concluded by stating 
that, after all, native Américans rs 
sought and always received protection at 
the hands of the Democratic party, and he 
pressed Mr. Robeson hard, as a member of 
Grant's Cabinet, to state whether be approved 
of the odioug Bancroft naturalization treaty. 
Mr. Robeson, in reply, with some skill evaded a 
direct answer tothis question except to make 
the arxumentum ad hominem that George Ban- 
croft was bore a Demoerat, raised a Democrat, 
and is still a living representative of Democratic 
principles. * 

MR. ROBESON 
rarely delivers a premeditated speech which 
does not contain some striking sentences. To- 
day, in characterizing the Democratic position 
on the Irish question, be said the Irish cause loses 
much by tho weakness of its leaders and the in- 
consistency of its advocates, and, quoting from 
an English authority, he deciared that true 
statesmanship consisted not in the iconoclastic 
philosophy of the Irish leaders, but io a disposi- 
tion to preserve and an ability toimprove. Cox, 
in a five-minute speech later, taunted Robeson 
with having evaded a direet auswer to the ques- 
tion as to the Buncroft treaty, wheu Koebdeson, 
with a swelling air and an emphasis which is 
characteristic, ebaracterized Mr. Cox's efforts 
by a quotation evidentiy jong preserved for 
such au occasion, and its length alone will pre- 
vent it from beeoming only less notorious than 
THE NOTED “ 8HOO FLY!” OF BEN BUTLER. 
Mr. Robeson, with an attempt at sarcasm, con- 
trasting the zealous efforts of the Republicans 
for the riebts of man with the noisy clamor of 
the Democrats, compared Mr. Cox and his party 
with the great Republican leaders by use ef the 
sentence of Edmund Burke—“A 
that chips upon the bough is not the only oceu- 
pant of the fields where a thousand head 
of cattle chew their cud and are sijent.” Mr, 
Cox, for once, experienced the power of ridicule 
atthe bands of another, but he was not in 
his best mood today. He was looking at the bill 
in a serious aspect, and was very earnest in en- 
deavoring to press forward the work. even at 
the expense of the loss of ap opportunity to dis- 
play big remarkable power as awit. He did, 
however. ud time to retort upon what he called 
Mr. Robeson's “ large and magnificent general- 
izations and rhetoric.”

replied, stating what bad béen done with the 
Hennepin Canal biil in the House Committee on 
Railroads and Ganals. As for the IIlinois & 
Micbigan Canal, it had been agreed to ask Con- 

only for an’ appropriation for a survey and 
estimate of the cost of its enlargement. The 
improvement of the Illinois River was not in 
question atthis time,as Congress had taken 
charge of the improvement of all rivers and 
harbors. Speaking as to the Hennepin Canal, 
be said three surveys had been made—for 
@ commercial canal in 1866, and 
for a ship canal and for a com- 
mercial canal in 1870. .When the last 
gurveys were made, the cost of a ship canal was 
estimated at $12,000,000 and of a commercial 
canal, to be seventy feet wide at the water line, 
$5,800,000. He said the question of the construc- 
tioz of this canal was of National importance. 
Tne West wanted to reach the markets of the 
East with its products, and wanted the East to 
send its manufactures in exchange. The pro- 
posed canal would make a continuous line of 
water transportation over 500 miles trom 
the Valley of the Upper Mississippi 
to the Atlantic seaboard. In answer to 
a question, Gen. Henderson said he had no doubt 
about the disposition of the State of Illinois to 
turn the canal over to the General Government 
when completed. 
A BRIEF DISCUSSION 
of this point followed, the opinion being gever- 
ally expressed that the State would turn over 
the canal to the Uni States on condition of 
its being kept in repair and made free of tolls. 
Resuming, Gen. Henderson aliuded to the 
pness of water transportation as a reason 

or the favoring of this project. Transportation 
by water was cheaper than the cheapest rail- 
road transportation. Speaking of the work as ) 
of National interest, he said: 

“This canal is in every sense National, al- 
though confined to the limits of one State. We 
of the Northwest are interested in this canal 
because it gives us a conne¢dtion with the mar- 
kets of the East. They are manufacturing for 
us while we are raising produce for them.” 

IN CONCLUDING, GEN. HENDERSON AGAIN 
TOUCHED 
upon the question of the cheapness of water 
transportation, and the effect of the com- 
petition of waterways in reducing the charge 
of railroads, and stated that, of the rail- 
road lines running out of Chicago, the one 
running in competition with this proposed canal 
bas even now the cheapest rates. Representa-

. Lovis NOW ALMOST SURE OF GETTING 
THE OLD MACHINERY OF CARSON CITY 
POR A MINT. 

Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WasnineTtor, D. C., March 4.—Chicago seems 

to be losing interest in the scheme to locate a 

branch mint in that city. The effort, however, 

to secure a mint somewhere in the Mississippi 

Valley is etili being proposed by rival cities, and 

is recommended by the Director of che Mint, 

although the latter does not deciare himseif in 
favor of any special locality. St. Louis is now 
the most energetic in favor of a branch mint, 
as the following report of the meeting of the 

Committee on Coinage will show: The House 

Coinage Committee was in session two 

hours and a half today. The time was 

devoted wholly to considering the question of 
the establishment of anew mint. Representa- 
tive Biand made an argument in favor of St. 

Louis. He began by referring to the proposi- 

tions pending before the committee. Phila- 

delphia asked that the mint at that point be 
enlarged and placed in a position to do ail the 

coinage necessary. Another proposition was *o 

remove to New York the mint at Philadetphia, 

or to build a new mint at New York and let the 
mint at. Philadelphia remain. It was also pro- 
posed to éstablish 


effect 
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claring that, as it appears expedient to establish 
a branch mind 


for the coinage of silver, the 
President be requested to institute inguiries as 
to the proper piace for the establishment of a 
branch mint at some point in the Western States 
or the Mississippi Valley, taking into account 
all questions of economy and facilities of dis- 
tribution. 

DR. LINDE 


RMANN, 

then Director of the Mint, was sent West to ob- 
tain information. He visited St. Louis, Cinoin- 
nati, Chicago, Indianapolis, Kansas City, and 
Denver, and prepared a report which was sub- 
mitted to Congress by the President. Speaking 
of the minting requirements of the Mississippi 
Valley. Dr. Linderman saidyamong other things: 

“This extensive and bighly-proauctive sec- 
tion of country will require, in the near future, 
a considerable coinage of both gold and silver. 
If the demand is to be met by one mint. it 
should be located at a point as near the centre 
of the valley as practicable, having reference to 
supplies and facilities tor receiving bullion 
and distribute coin. The City of St. Louis, 
being situated nearer the centre of the vailey 
than auy other city or railroad centre, and pos- 
sessing equal advantages in other respects for 
conducting of coinage operations, would appear 
to be the proper location for the establishment 
of a thoroughly equipped mint of a capacity for 
both gold and silver coinage equal to the re- 
quirements of the present and the future.” 

Mr. Bland aiso quoted 


INTERESTING FACTS AND FIGURES 
submitted to Dr. Linderman by the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the citizens_of St. Louis in regard 
to the various leading braifches of business, the 
commerce, the railand water communications 
with the bullion-producing States and Terri- 
tories, and with Mexico; also facts setting forth 
the advantages of St. Louis as a point for dis- 
tributing coin to the various cities and towns of 
the Mississippi Valley: also the price of labor, 
cost of living, price of coal, sulphur- 
jc acid, nitric; acid, salt, and mind. 
Mr. Biand referred to the fact that, 
at present, about $10,000,000 worth of 
bullion are received at and transmitted 
from or through St. Louis. He spoke 
also of the new and projected railway 
lines which would soon bring the mines of Mex- 
ico into close relation with St. Louis. He read 
from the Linderman report to show how weil 
adapted to mint purposes is the old custom- 
house and post-office building of St. Louis. He 
referred to the fact that there are stored in the 
vaults at San Francisco some thirty millions of 
i! dollars and in the vaults at New York six- 

n millions. 
NEARLY HALF THE SILVER DOLLARS COINED 
are locked up at these two points. He contend- 
ed that if a mint had been running at St. Louis 
a large part of the coinage there would have 
been absorbed by the peopie. If coined there, 
the silver dollars could be and would be readily 
distributed. During the last four years the 
Government had spent $327,000 in transporting 
silver dollars. It costs $6,000 per 1,000 miles to 
transport 1,000,000 silver dollars. The cost of 
transporting thé bullion to the mints was a like 
amount. Hence there is really a cost of $12,000 
per 1,000 miles in the transportation of every 
$1,000,000 of silver. 
ANOTHER SERIOUS DRAWBACK 

to the people of the Mississippi Valley, :esulting 
from the long distance from New York, Phila- 
deiphia, and San Francisco, was the loss of 
interest on money deposited by persons desiring 
to secure siiver doliars. Mr. Biand said thata 
banker in his own town had told bim that, 
though he was frequentiy short of money of 
small denominations, he couid not afford to send 


tor silver dollars, because it took from three to 


four weeks sometimes to get a return, and in 
the meantime he lost the interest on his money 
deposited. This was one of the reasons why the 
silver dollar had not gone more largely into cir- 
culation in the West. The best way to remedy 
this was to establish a mint at St. Louis, and 
there wouid be no difficulty in distributing the 
coinage throughout the interior. 


- ANOTHER CONSIDBRATION 

not to be lost sight of imdiscussing the question 
of a new mint was whether, as a Nation, we 
should fully restore silver to the status occu- 
pied by it before its remonetization. He believed 
the time was coming when silver circujation in 
the form of the dollar and the certificate would 
take the place of the National-bank notes. He 
did not know how soon the Supreme Court 
might declare it unconstitutional to issue 
or reissue the legal-tender notes ip time 
of peace. He thought that, in the near 
future, the country would be @riven to the 
full restoration of silver. The people of the 
Mississippi Valley demand it, and the agricult- 
ural and mining communities ask for it. Let 
there be free coinage and the necessary mint 
facilities, and the West would become the great 
India to absorb silver. Mr. Bland said he had no 
objection to the issuing of silver cegtif@ates, 
but preferred a policy which would popularize 
silver and foster a desire among the people to 
hoard it. When once popularized it would be 
difficuit; if not impossible, to withdraw it from 
circulation. } 

After Mr. Bland concluded his statement there 
was a general discussion among members of the 
committee. In the midst of this discussion

MR. BURCHARD, 

Director of the Mint, was present today by in- 
vitation. In response to qucstions, he said the 
building at St. Louis could be prepared at little

of silver witn the Carson machinery. He said 
that $150,000 had been spent for the machinery. 
the expense of putting it in place, the repairs, 
and freight charges. The minting machinery 
proper could be brought from Carson to St.

ENDAR WORK OF CONGRESS. 

Mr. Orth’s Civil-Service Committee today 
agreed upon a bill which, if enacted into a law. 
will gelieve Congress of the mass of special leg- 
isiadon which now oppresses it. The bill is the 
result of consultation between the Committees 
on Appropriations, Invalid- Pension Claims, War 
Claims, and Judiciary. It provides that all 
claims of a private nature, such, for instance, 
as call for individual relief, pensions, and simi- 
lar special legislation, shall be referred to the 
Court of Claims to ascertain the facts. Congress 
reserves final jurisdiction after the case has 
deen properly made up by the court, and judg- 
ments can only be paid by appropriation by

with a 
continuing business, and this secures the per- 
manence of the court. They represent that they 
can deal with the business without additional 
Judges or expense of any sort, If the bill is 
passed (and Mr. Orth, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, says be thinks the House will adopt it 
by a large majority), it will have an important 
on committee organization, as those com- 


mittees which now have jurisdiction of this 
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gone, and will be abolished or greatly limited. 
it would also tacilitate the business 
of general iegisiation, as it would do 
away with the necessity of devoting 
one day, at least, of each week, or one-sixth of 
the entire time of Congress, to consideration of 
the private calendar. The committee, in pre- 
senting the bill, will maintain that it will help to 
prevent the filing ot fraudulent claims. They 
say, as to the present method: 

Fraud and honesty have, therefore, equal 
chances of success under such method of iu ves- 
tigation, or, if there be any difference, the 
chances are in favor of fraud, by reason of the 
unscrupulous means which it will not hesitate 
to employ to accomplish its purpose. The fraud- 
ulent claimant may well shrink from having the 
light of judicial investigation turned upon the 
facts of his case. He may have a good reason for 
wishing to save his witnesses from the crucial 
test of a cross-examination, and an equally 
good reason for wishing to shield his case from 
witnesses which the Government, if afforded the 
opportunity, might introduce against him; but 
the meritorious claimant fears none of these 
things, and has no cause to fear a fair and im- 
partial examination of his case. It js confident- 
ly submitted that the provisions of this bill af- 
ford to every honest ciaimant all that he can 
reasonably ask of Corngress, to whose sense of 
justice, generosity, or sound discretion he appeais 
for relief, while it protects the Government 
against fraud and imposition. It locks the doors 
of the Treasury against the designing and un- 
scrupulous, but opens them tothe honest and 
meritorious claimant. It will, if it should be- 
come a law. clear the committee-rooms and cal- 
endars of thousands of claims, many of which 
have slept untouched for years for want of time 
to act upon them and from a general disinclina- 
tion on the part of members to vote money out 
of the Treasury, on a mere ex-parte 
and interested presentation of the 
facts. It transfers the cases to a tribunal 
already established, and therefore entails no 
additionai expense whatever on the Govern- 
ment, and gives to the claimant a forum in 
which he can certainly bavea hearing, and the 
facts of his case impartially and judicially 
found, subjecting him to very little additional 
cost; for, under the practice in the Court of 
Claims, no fees or costs are taxed or allowed, 

and if an adverse report should be made on the 

facts of his case submitted for investigation, 
be has no bill of cost whatever to pay. 

His proof, together with that of the 

Government, is printed at the Governtment 

Printing Office, and the only expense 

he incurs is the payment of his own witnesses 

for their attendance to give their depositions, so 
that, whether his claim be a large or small one, 
he can have his facts investigated at trifling ex- 
pense. Under the practice of the court, parties 
living at a distance can prepare their cases for 
trial as well as if they lived in the City of 

Washington.” 

Chief-Justice Drake, of the Court of Claims, 
speaking of the ability of the court to do the 
business, says: 

*“*] have no doubt myself that, for a year or 
two after the passage of such an act, particu- 
lariy if you should send all the pending claims 
to the Court of Claims, there would be pretty 
dard work for the court; but, at the end of two 
years or less, we should sift out from all this 
mass the only claims that the parties were will- 
ing to attempt to prosecute in the court. It 
would be pretty hard work for a year or two to 
operate on that portion of the great mass, but 
still we could get through with K.“ 

THE SUB-COMMITTEE OF WAYS AND MEANS 
READY TO TAKE 40 CENTS OFF WHISKY. 
As soon as Mr. Kasson’s Tarif?’ Commission 

bill is fairly under way the Committee on Ways 

and Means will begin the consideration of a re- 
duction of the internal-revenue taxes. The 
subject was some time since reterréd to u sub- 
committee, of which Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, 
was made Chairman. That committee has given 
the subject soine attention, and has heard sev- 
eral important arguments upon it. It is a well- 
determined fact that the majority of the com- 
mittee, although a small one, is strongly in favor 
of reducaon, and it is the general sentiment 
of this majority that the reducuon should 
affect whisky alone. The reduction, if made, 
will be a radical one, amounting to 40 cents per 

gailon—that is, from 90 cents per gallon to 50 

cents. Other members of the committee favor 

a reduction from 15 cents to 30 cents per gallon. 

As far as the reduction on 

TOBACCO 

is concerned, the sentiment of the members of 

the committee is by no means unanimous. 

While the members of the committee from to- 

bacco-growing districts are advocating this re- 

duction, the tobacco-men are submittmm ar- 
guments and memorializing Congress against 
such a step. They protest that the condition 
of business with them will better bear the pres- 
ent tax upon tobacco than the uncertainty at- 
tending a reduction. The fact that this tax was 
reduced about 33 per cent but a short time since 
militates against any proposed change at the 
present time. The removal of the tax upon 
bank checks, bank deposits, proprietary medi- 
cines, and matches is practically decided upon 
and will be included in a bill for the general re- 
duction of revenue, if, not especially eracted 
before that time. @ general sentiment 
in favor of a reduction of internal rev- 
enue is very moderate, and does not look to 

a greater modification than $50,000,000 a year at 

the utmost. The sub-committee will vigorously 

prosecute its investigation of the subject from 
this on, and its consideration by the full com- 
mittee will probably precede any other measure 
now before it. 

CAPT. JAMES B. EADS

Wasninotos, D. C., March 4.—The House 
Committee on Indian Affairs today heard a 
delegation of Chiefs of the Miami and Peoria 
Indians, reiative to the allotmeats of lands in 
the Indian Territory in severalty to them. The 
same committee agreed to report favorably the 
bil drawn by the Secretary of the Interior ac- 
cepting and ratifying the agreement with the 
Shoshone and Bannock Indians for the sale of a 
portion of their reservation in Idaho, required 
for the use of the Utah & Northern Railroad, 
and an appropriation of $6,000 for the purpose.

Adequate police protection for the new men 
who were willing to work, but were not al- 
lowed. to do so, was not furnished by 
Mayor Harrison’s police, and nothing 
could be done but close up, thus throw- 
ing several hundreds out of employ- 
ment.

The demagog Aldermen 
who are opposing the proposition to increase 
the rate of saloon licenses 80 as to provide 
the necesgary funds for this purpose should 
note this fact. 

Wit the merchants and other gentlemen 
of the 100 are anxious to spread a ten- 
million bane mortgage over Chicago com- 
pute for own information the difference 
in cost to the city of borrowing ten millions 
of dollars on 4 per cent twenty-year bonds 
and raising the same by an annual tax of half 
a milliou of dollars for twenty years? A tax 
of half a million of dollars annually for 
twenty years will amount to $10,000,000, no 
more and no less. A loan of $10,000,000 must, 
according to our Constitution, be met by a 
direct annual tax of half a million of dollars 
on account of the principal, and by a direct 
annual tax equal to the interest on the whole 
loan. If the loan be mado no more than 
$500,000 can be expended in one year. As 
$500,000 must be raised by direct tax annual- 
ly to pay the principal, why not raise that 
sum by direct tax to apply on the proposed 
works, and thus save the several millions of 
dollars additional to pay the interest? Under 
our Constitution there is no renewal of city 
bonds; no new loans to take up old ones; 
each new debt must be paid by a direct tax 
equal to 5 per cent of the principal annually. 
Will some of the experts among the 100 point 
out the economy of the loan process as com- 
pared with the direct tax system ?

HOW TO OBTAIN CITY REVENRTVE. 

The only rationa! pretext that is or can be 
used for the revolutionary proceeding of 
amending the Constitution to enable thé City 
Couneil te place a bianket mortgage on the 
property of the people of this city is, that the 
city now owes a debt larger than the Consti- 
tution permits, and that under the present 
valuation of property for taxable purposes 
the amount of revenue from taxation is in- 
adequate to meet the wants of the city. Ad- 
mitting this statement to be true, is there no 
remedy save that of destroying the saving 
clauses of the Constitution? Let us see 
what remedies are open to the city: 

1. The present valuation of the taxable 
property of the city is $119,000,000, when the 
actual valuation is about 98000, 000, 000. Sup- 
pose the assessment to be made iu May be 
raised one-third, or say to $200,000,000. Un- 
der the limitation of 2 per cent for city pur- 
poses, this will produce $4,000,000, or an in- 
crease of annual revenue of $1,600,000, 
will be in addition to the present ordinary 
revenue, and to the $600,000 for interest, and 
the $1,250,000 for schools and library. 

2. If the Assessors refuse to do this—refuse 
to increase the assessiments—then let the 
Mayor and the City Council use such influ- 
ence as they may wit® the State Board of 
Equalization to have the Cook County yalua- 
tion increased to the sum requisit to produce 
the needed revenue. The request is one that 
will hardiy be refused. It has been a per- 
petual struggle for many years to keep that 
board from doing what is now asked of them, 
and it is not likely that they will refuse now 
when it is needed by the imperative wants of 
the city. The city authorities could have 
had this done a year ago if they had only in- 
timated their wish to the Cook County mem- 
bers of the Board of Equalization; all that 
was needed was to show the necessity for the 
increased valuation. 

3. A third measure is also available, and 
may be adopted under the emergency. The 
City Council reduced the water-rates some 
years ago. Let them restore the rates to 
what they were before the reduction, or say 
20 per cent, and use the increase of water- 
revenue to extend the water tunnels out into 
deeper water. This increase of revenue will 
provide all the money needed, and as fast as 
n can be judiciously and economically ex- 
pended. j 

4 A still further and even more equitable 
and expeditious mode of increasing the reve- 
nue of the city toa proper fighre demanded 
by justice and the needs of the city will be 
to increase the rates of the saloon licenses

from 3.500 saloons at $52 each is $182,000. An 
average addition of $100 to eneh of these 
licenses will add $350,000 to the annual in- 
come of the city, and cover the whole cost of 
the police establishment, teaving the present 
expenditure to be applied to other purposes. 
Either. or any, or all of these measures 
will be sufficient to relieve the city of its 
embarrassment without the necessity of bor- 
rowing a dollar, or of disturbing the people 
of the whole State to amend the Constitu-

MONEY WANTED, BUT NO PLANS Ha- 
TURED 


„New water-gorks” is the generalization 
which furnishes- the exeuse for issuing the 
proposed $10,000,000 mortgage on the city. 
But there is a wide diversity of opinion as to 
the kind, location, size, and cost of new 
water-works.” It is contended by some that 
an extension of the tunnels and enlargement 
of the present system will serve. Others 
are of opinion that separate works designed 
to furnish water fox manufacturing and 
mechanical uses, for running engines and 


‘elevators, Washing the streets, extinguishing 


fires, supplying barns, ete., will sufficiently 
relieve the present system to supply all the 
water required for drinking, culinary, and 
domestic purposes. Then it is insisted that 
pure water cannot be supplied from the pres- 
ent source; aud there are conflicting sug- 
gestions that new tunnels should be carried 
further into the lake, and also that the water 
shall be brought from a point nearer shore, 
but in the neighborhood of Lake Forest or 
Waukegan. To these suggestions it is 
variously objected that a crib located two or 
three miles further from the shore, in deep 
water, could not be protected from storm, 
waves, ice, and accident, and that, if it, be at- 
tempted to bring water from some point 
twenty or twenty-five miles north, at a cost 
of fifteen to twenty millions, it will not be 
possible to secure sufficient force to render 
the supply available for the higher buildings 
Others again 
take the ground that the solution of the pure- 
water question can only be found in an en- 
largement of the Illinois Canal to such di- 
mensions as will carry off all the sewage 
ot Chicago, Lake View, Hyde Park, Lake, 
and Cicero, and that the ditch should be 
made broad and deep enough to carry 
off 150,000 to 200,000 cubie feet a min- 
ute, ahd thus prevent any discharge 
of filth or foul water into the lake. 
But this scheme, which has merit undoubt- 
edly, cannot be carried out for a less cost 
than fifteen or twenty millions, and all the 
suburbs of Chicago must assist in defray- 
ing the expense. The whole question is 
complicated and immature as yet, and no 
serious effort has been made to show how 
the money can be judiciously and econom- 
ically expended to raise which the State is 
to be asked to set aside the wise limitation 
of municipal debt-making contained in the 
organic law. 

A proposition to make a mortgage and bor- 
row $10,000,000 i3 always apt to be attractive 
to the tax-devouring class without regard to 
the merits of the object in view. To them it 
means that there will be $10,000,000 more to 
eat and spend, and the circumstance of bgr- 
rowing releases them from the criticisms and 


complaints that would be made if the money 


were exacted direetly from the taxpayers. 
It the water-works can be erected for 
$5,000,000 so much the better; then there 
will be $5,000,000 more to eat up in other 
schemes. The demand for sewers, bridges, 
viaducts, school-houses, gine-lLouses, 
police-stations, and — * — will de 
found equal to the exhaustion of any sum of 
money, ho matter how many millions, which 
a constitutional amendment may authorize. 
But the taxpayers are not atall anxious to 
give the tax-eating class control of a huge 
supply of money, which must be refunded 
by the taxpayers, with interest and cost of 
collection, in addition to the taxation neces- 
sary for the current expenses for the City 
Government. The scheme for the $10,000,000 
constitutional amendment, as it stands now, 
is almost Quixotic in its nature. No such 
proposition will receive the popular approval 
until it shall be definitly known what system 
of water-works or canal enlargement, or 
both, is to be provided, and especially how 
much. the improvement will cost. 
THE SALOON -LICENS™. 

At its Friday evening meeting the Common 
Council promptly voted to place on file all 
the reports and comm unications in regard to 
saloons, and ordered the Committee’ on 
Licenses to make a report at the regular 
meeting tomorrow evening. At the same 
time the Council refused to make the con- 
sideration of the license question the special 
order for that meeting, and there is reason to 
expect further delay and more pettifogging 
and dodging. Nothing is clearer to thinking 
people than that the license-fee for saloons 
ought to be increased, but it seems almost 
impossible to induce the cowards of the 
Council to touch the subject. Whisky- 
vending, in their eyes, is a sacred business, 
which should not be taxed to support the 
police-fotce which it renders necessary. 

This issue has advanced to a stage where 
the Committee on Licenses must make a re- 
port of some kind. If their report be prop- 
erly prepared, we think a majority of the 
Aldermen will not dare to oppose an in- 
crease in the city fees charged for saloon 
privileges. If they shall recommend an 
ordinance assessing $100 a year on beer sa- 
loons, $200 or $300 a year on whisky saioons, 
$500 or $1,000 a year on saloons with variety 
shows, ¢oncert-halls, and bagnio attach- 
ments, and additional charges over $200 to 


This the larger saloons, according to the number 


of their empiloyés, as the Controller suggests, 
we believe such an ordinance would be sup- 
ported by the public sentiment of nine-tenths 
of the people. It might be necessary to sus- 
tain a fight over it, but publig sentiment in 
its favor would be found so overwhelming as 
to triumph in the end over the Aldermanic 
friends of the lower saloon elements. The 
necessity for an increased police force, the 
obvious propriety of assessing the cost tnere- 
of on the saloons which breed the criminal 
classes and make such increase imperative, 
and the justice of the graduated system of 
licenses would impress the public so strongly 
that every Alderman would soon feel it dan- 
gerous to his political future to antagonize 
the plan. 

The theory advanced by Ald. Onllerton 
that it is not practicable to make a distinc- 
tion between saloons selling beer and wine 
and those selling whisky as well is of no 
force. It is dased upon the notion that 
saloons Would pay for beer Heenses and then 
sell Whisky. Nothing is easier than to pro- 
tect the eity against such a fraud. If the 
ordinance provided for the revocation of 
every license and a heavy fine for the sale of 
whisky in saloons licensed for the sale of 
wine and beer only, it would require but a 
few examples to put a stop to all viola- 
tions of that provision. Mighty few 
keepers of saloons will risk the loss 
of the $100 beer license tax they have 
paid the city, besides a fine of as much 
more, and the danger of being forced 
out of business because of inability to 
procure a new license merely for the sake of 
selling an occasional glass of whisky. The

universally. The United States Govern- 
ment assesses a tax of only $1 a barrel on 
—＋ while the whisky tax amounts to nearly 

a barrel. In England, beer saloons are 
everywhere taxed at one rate and spirit 
saloons at a much higher rate. In New 
York City the whisky saloons pay three 
times as mueh as the beer saloons, and no 
trouble in maintaining the distinction has 
ever been heard of. The Citizens’ League 
alone would be able to protect the city 
against fraud, for it would be in the line 
of their mission to prevent the sale of 
drinks containing 40 per cent of alco- 
hol in saloons which are licensed only for 
the sale of drinks containing 4 or 5 per cent 
of alcohol. Indeed, the whisky saloons 
might be tfusted safely to prevent infrac- 
tions of thé law, for they would be averse to 
permitting saloons to sell whisky surrepti- 
tiously on $100 licenses while they were 
compelled to paytwice as much for the privi- 
lege. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the License 
Committee, which consists of Ald. Purcell, 
Appleton, Wanzer, Dean, and Blair, will 
bring in a report that shall meet with the de- 
mands of public opinion. Every one of 
these gentlemen has now a better chance 
than he ever had before to earn a claim upon 
the consideration and good will of the pub- 
lic, for it will be conceded that an agree- 
ment upon a proper license-system will be 
due in large 1— to the committee’s report.

1 THE ‘FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
The debate on the Consular and Diplomatic 


bill in the House of Representatives at Wash- 
ington showed very clearly that, in the opin- 
ion of a majority of the members of both par- 
ties, our costly diplomatic service has sur- 
vived its usefulness. The bill as reported 
from the Appropriations Committee consoli- 
dates the missions to Helland and Belgium, 
and aecredits but one Minister to Denmark, 
Norway, and Sweden. it attaches Paraguay 
for diplomatic purposes to Brazil, and Uru- 
guay to the Argentine Republic. It also 
provides for one Minister resident in 
Servia, Greece, and Roumanla, and 
unites the offices of Consul-General 
and Secretary of Legation at St. Petersburg, 
Vienna, and Rome. These measures are in 
the direction of carrying out the general 
policy adopted when the Central American 
missions were consolidated, They indicate 
a disposition in Congress to retfench the 
diplomatic establishment as rapidly as with 
safety and prudence the thing can be done. 
There was some dissatisfaction in the House 
because the committee had not gone further. 
Mr. Springer favored consolidation of all the 
European missions into six, and MacLean, 
of Maryland, advocated four Ministers for 
all Europe, leaving the President to ac- 
credit them as he should see fit, and 
but two Ministers for all of South America.“ 
one for the east coast and one for the west 
coast. The committee did not deny the ad- 
visability of taking steps toward further re- 
trenchment, but objected to a plan of reor- 
ganizing the diplomatic service in an appro- 
priation bill, The amendments were re- 
jected. The reasons why the foreign mfs- 
sions have outlived their usefulness were in- 
sufficiently stated in the course of the de- 
bate. ‘The first reason is that steam and tele- 
graph have annihilated time and distance to 
such an extent that the State Department 
has no difficulty in communicating directly 
with foreign Governments, This practice 
has been carried so far that the foreign Min- 
isters in European countries are little better 
than messengers appointed to carry out the 
orders of the Government at home to the 
Courts near which they reside. The Minis- 
ters have very little discretion, and when 
they presume to exercise any they are apt to 
be rebuked by their superiors at home. Sec- 
ondly, the nearness of our own country to 
European Courts makes it possible to dis- 
patch special Envoys thither without Injury 
to the service whenever the necessities seem 
to demand such a course. The advantage of 
this practice is that it commands the service 
of experts whenever questions of importance 
are agitated. For example,in the case of 
the prohibition of the importations of our 
pork-products into several European coun- 
tries, it is easily conceivable that a person 
familiar with the practical details of the 
pork-trade could have accomplished more 
than any Minister-Resident having no par- 
ticular information on the subject. It has 
been quite common, whenever important 
matters arise, to send special Envoys abroad, 
and to this extent the functions of our for- 
eign Ministers have been suspended. 
Third, the important relations that the 
United States has with European 
countries are commercial, not political. 
Consuls and Consuls-General are appointed 
to look after the former, and the Ministers- 
Resident and Envoys Extraordinary have lit- 
tle or nothing to do. As Mr. Hiseock, the 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
remarked, their duties are more social than 
political. He might have added, though he 
did not, that they discharge even these so- 
cial duties indifferently. It is well known 
that Mr, Marsh, our Minister at Rome, has 
long made it a practice to absent himself 
from the Eternal City during carnival-week 
for the sole purpose of escaping the visits of the 
American tourists who then invade the city 
and many other of our foreign Ministers are 
not more courteous to Americans traveling 
abroad than he is. Itmay be unreasonable to 
look fora greater rate of speed in consoli- 
dating and retrenching the dipiomatic service 
than Congress has adopted. Weought to be 
content, possibly, with the fact that progress 
is made in the right direction. It should be 
the policy of the Republican party hence- 
forth to curtail the diplomatic service to the 
limits of the absolute neeas of the Govern- 
ment, and extend the Consular service, which 
is important to the development of our 
commerce and may soon be made 
to act as a substitute for the sham diplomacy 
in whieh our foreign Ministers indulge. 
The settled policy of the Government is to 
engage in no entangling political alliances 
with foreign countries. We care nothing 
about the balance of powerin Europe. We 
have no standing armies, no navies, and, 
comparatively speaking, no merchant marine; 
but we have a foreign commerce, and Ameri- 
can citizens are constantly traveling abroad 
and appealing to Consuiar advice for protec- 
tion. Hence the distinction between the two 
branches ot the service which the committee 
has made is a good one, and it should be 
observed jn ali future legislation relating to 
the subject. 
— 

Berone the City Council shall take any 
further steps towards’ indorsing the scheme 
for petitioning the Governor to petition the 
Legislature to petition the people to change 
the State Constitution in order to enable the 
City of Chicago to issue $10,000,000 more 
bonds it will be prudent for the City Gov- 
ernment te gather some information as to 
what kind of water-works is desirable, 
where they shall be located, and what they 
are to cost.

We gave 498,549,868 bushels as the latest 
official estimate of the wheat crop of 1880, 
We are charged with claiming that as the 
earliest official estimate for the crop of 1881. 
This deliberate misrepresentation is then 
made the basis for a personal attack, which 
npeds no further refutation, It has no other 
foundation than a willful falsehood. 

‘There are some people who write as if they 
thought it the duty of Tae Trisune to lie 
about the crops, magnify their volume, force 
down prices, and advise the farmers to self- 
slaughter in selling a scanty wheat crop at 60 
or 70 cents per bushel—whieh is all that the 
wheat would have sold for had British and 
French buyers supposed that this coun- 
try had a full wheat crop last year. 
But Tur Trispye understands its duty 
otherwise. We gave the earliest in- 
formation in regard to the shortage 
of last year’s wheat crop. As early as May 
31 we told our readers that from then present 
appearances there would not be more than a 
two-thirds crop of winter wheat. That state- 
ment has been abundantly verified. Weare 
charged with having advised the farmers not 
to sell their scanty crop at low prices. If we 
did so advise them the wisdom of that 
advice would have found ample sup- 
port in the fact that nearly all the farmers 
had to spare from that crop has been sold 
at very much higher prices than those 
of May 31, 1881. But the fact is, we have 
frequently pointed out to our Western 
dealers that Europe had a large wheat-crop 
last yeaa Russia, India, and California 
had each a large surplus, and that if the 
farmers of the West held off for too high 
prices they would get left.

TRAINING WiIV&SA 

One of the oddest cases in legal records 
came up recentiy before Sir James Hannen, 
an English Justice. It was a case of breach 
of promise under the followmg circium- 
stances: A man who had walted upon a gir! 
for some time, at last proposed a pre-nuptial 
agreement by which she consented that if 
she did not learn the piano, singing, reading, 
writing, speaking, and deportment within 
four months the marriage should be consid- 
ered off. Asan inducement he lent her his 
harmonium. The wretched woman consent- 
ed and entered at once upon her curriculum, 
but, not bemg aware of the advantages to be 
had in this direcmon by attending fashiona- 
bie forcing, finishing schools, where she not 
only could have mastered all these accom- 
plishments but mental and moral philosophy, 
and natural theology, as well as all English 
and foreign literature besides, in less than 
the stipulated time, she set vigorously to 
work by herself to study, only to find at the 
end of her four-months term that she 
didn’t know any more than when she com- 
menced. She could not even play upon 
the borrowed harmonium é6ufficiently well to 
fulfil her agreement, and the conditional 
husband ruthiesly set her adrift. There- 
upon she bro&ght suit against this Shylock 
who would hate his bond to compel him to 
marry her or else make ample compensation 
tor blighted affections in current coin of the 
realm. 

The decision of the Justice has not been 
reported, but this is immaterial. The ver- 
ditt of the world would be that, having 
agreed to live up to the provisions of this 
pre-nuptial contract and failed; she had no 
right to kick, though ordinary decency 
would suggest that the defendant should pay 
whatever costs the complainant incurred in 
the four months’ tuition, and not demand 
rent for the harmonium. The deeision, ag 
we have said, is not important, but the case 
involves a great principle nevertheless. No 
one will question that a trained wife is the 
summum bonum of existence, and that 
very few young women when they assume 
the hymeneal responsibilities are in any way 
fitted for them. How then shail they be 
trained, and when shail they be trained?

As one cannot find young women already 
trained, and they cannot be trained after 
they have become wives, It stands to reason 
that they must be trained beforehand, if they 
are to be trained at all.

A PICTURE OF ENGLISH HIGH LIFE. 

The foreign dispatches recently reported 
the death of the Earl of Lonsdale. The an- 
nouncement was confined to the mere state- 
ment, but the London World brings us some 
particulars of the career of this young. man, 
and incidentally draws a parallel between 
the deceased and the Duke of Hamilton and 
Marquis of Huntly as to their common meth- 
ods of life and the disgraceful and scandalous 
practices of the Peerage. 

The Earl of Lonsdale died at the early 
age of 26 years. He was at the head of 
a great feudal house, came from ancéstors 
who had great influence, and might have 
played an important part in the State, but in 
his short Ife he besmirched his name and 
family with the coarsest of practices and 
most worthless associations, and the only 
consolation in the premises is that the title 
new descends to a worthy, member of the 
family. He ran through $600,000 of his fort- 
une, though a mere boy. The World says: 
The moral peculiarities and failings of his 
forefathers were magnified into moral dis 
eases In the person of their descendant. The 
eccentricity and love of power which have 


always distinguished the house of Lowther 


degenerated, as they Were illustrated by their 
latest representative, into pronounced vices. 
Personal peculiarüy beeame unbridled in- 
duigence, love of power a wanton disregard 
of public opinion and decency.”’ 

The foreign dispatches have also reported 
during the past few days the sale of the art- 
treasures belonging to the Duke of Hamil- 
ton. To this also attaches a disgraceful and 
scandalous story. It was not long since that 
he sold his father’s magnificent library and 
then sesttered the money. lle has now 
brought to the block to be knocked down to 
the highest bidder the treasures collected 
by his family and deposited in Hamilton 
Palace—pictures by Botticelli, Vandyck, 
Rabens, David, Andrea Mantegna, Holbein, 
Titian, and Leonardo da Vincel, “ the sofas 
and e the ebony cabinets, the iron-coffers 
which e from Milan 300 years ago, 
chiseled and damascened with arabesque 
in gold,” anda long catalog of costiy works 
of furniture and art. This sale is made to 
supply his Grace the Duke with more money 
to make good his losses on the turt, in gam- 
bling, and in other dissipations. What man- 
ner of man he is the World thus tells: 


The Duke of Hamilton comes of a stock as 
wid as the Baris of Lonsdale; but there was a 
certain air of courtiiness and b about 
the follies and the extravagances of his ances- 
tors unknown to the present bead of the house. 
Few people can ever ascend the polished-oak 
stairease of the Maison | in Paris without 
picturing the scene which these stairs wituessed 
some 1, ago, wuen the then Duke o 
— aves previousiy drunk a bottle of 
brandy, a false step and felidown the 
whole bien He was picked up almost dead, 
and Wen his shirt was torn open iu order that 
be might breathe the more freeiy, and the ducal 
coronet wag seen emblazoned oa his inner vest, 
the attendants of the place remarked, apropos 
of his patrician bearing and manners, that he 
was one of Nature's noblemen. Uniy a neat 
lively, as well asa very conventionally reapect- 
fui, 1 ation could ever discover in his 
present Grace of Hamilton an deal Duke. Ed- 
ucated iu France up to the age of 18, be came to 
— and went to Oxf witb au astonish- 

ly thin veneer of Galitc polish. His tastes 
eed were those of the typical English nobie- 
man, as he is depicted by 1 2 satiriate. He 
was devoted to rat-ki og- fighting, badger- 
baiting, and pugilism. le 30 a kind and gra- 
cious manner, and he persistentiy advanced 
alvag the road to ruin in the most cheerful of 


tempers and in the best-natured way. ö 


The World cites still another case of ais- 
creditable and disgraceful scandals in high 
English society, that of the Marquis of 


jHuntly, who has been obtaining money un- 


der false pretenses, and Wo, if the neces- 
sary arrangements can be made for extradi- 
tion, will have to take his place on trial for 
fraud. The World comments upon these 
and other cases as illustrating the temper and 
taste of the time, and contends that so long 
as the paramount objects of the privileged 
classes are excitement and pleasure the En- 
glish people must be exposed to just such 
révelations as these. The World’s comments 
are correct, so fat as they go, but they do 
not go far enough. It might with great pro- 
priety have asked the question, Where do 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars squan- 
dered in dissipation by these idle, iniserabdie, 
worthiess roués come “from? The Eari of 
Lonsdale ran through $600,000. Where did he 
get it from?

Crrcaco, March 4.—The acts of the Citizens’ 
Association are ao doubt prompted by a desire 
for the public good, as this body has among its 
members many of our most reliable and pros- 
perous business-men, but it is apparent that, as 
a body, they are sometimes basty and iaju- 
dicious in their conciasions, because the subject 
they act upon has not been thoroughiy weigbed 
and considered. Take any one of these sharp 
business-men is a matter of his own, and in a 
giance he will see the openings in a pro- 
posed measure through which serious in- 
jury may be Gone to him, and he will 
quickiy “put up the bare.” Acting to- 
gether, however, thi sharp caution and 
vigilant watchfuloess which is so neoessary 
to prevent disaster and to fosure success sea@ins 
lulled to inaction by the drowsy principic of the 
adage that that whichis everybody's business 
is nobody's business,“ and therefore no one 
gives it special and thorough attention—each 
relying upon the others to think ft out and find 
a safe and proper remedy. 

All this ts filustrated by the late action of the 
Citizens’ Associantiédn. This body deciares, in a 
very vague generul way, that the city needs 
more money for a variety of pu As pru- 
deat business-men, they have pot investigated 
thoroughly to see how mauy of these alleged 
purposes it is actually needed for, and what the 
probable cust will be for such. This would be 
the tirst inquiry of a sbarp business-man act- 
ing on his own account. 

After this woso preliminary conclusion, the 
association tapn favors the raising of an indefi- 
nit sum of money (millions of course). ei ther by 
an increase of takes through au increased vai- 
uation, or by borrowing the money, which in- 
volyes un amendment to the State Constitution 
in order to do so. Would it not bave boen wise, 
before asking to base the preliminary steps 
taken for the removal of this great constitu- 
tional safeguard to the people, to have consid- 
ered thorwughiy the followimg points: 

First— What is indispensadiy needed now in 
the way of improvements whieh the city vannot 
hata for by an honest. economical, business- 
ike management of its finances? Haying found 
this out, and aereed t 80 much cannot be 
postponed, but must be done, the next question 
that should be determined is, 

Second— What sum will certainly cover the 
agyuregute cost of these indispensabie tmprove- 
ments? then, and more important than all, 
comes the graye question, 

Third—If we borrow the money, if we mort- 

ge our homes and places of business to got it. 
who will disburse it? Will it be honestly done? 
Caa we hope that it will be even judiciously 
done, under the present rule of political rather 
than business Management? 

First and before ali, before doing r in 
the direction of getting the money, is it not the 
dictates of ce and common sense to de- 
termine what hall be dove with the money, and 
to provide with at least ordinary business cau- 
tion that the money so raised shall be placed 
in such hands for disbursement as wil 
cause it to be applied strictly to the 
purposes for which it its obtained, honestly 
and faithfully, for the best interests of the city?

headed busin man ot the Citizens’ Assuctation 
who loves the city and fits tuture welfare. and 
ask bim upon bis conscience to auswer whether

FORSTER IN IRELAND, 
Special Cable. 

Dustin, March 4.—The Herald's special says: 
The Chief Secretary of Ireland concluded today 
bis personal investigations into the state of 
County Clare, having held consultations with 
magistrates, priests, gentiemen, and heads of 
the police, and having seized every oppor- 
tunity of advising the tenant farmers 
to take advantage of the Land act and 
combine to repress outrages, warning them that 
the Government was powerful enough to main- 
tain the law. Mr. Forster puid personal visits 
of condolence to the bedside of Constable Wills, 
who drove the car when Mr. Wilford Lioyd 
was shot, and to the tenant Moroney. 
Both lie at the point of death. Mr. Forster gave 
the latter a ten- pound note. tie also visited the 
buuse of Col. OCallagun, a boyeoted landlord. 

The house was 
garrisoned. The soldiers were completely pro- 
pared to resist an attack.

A LAND WAR. 


People of Virginia Attack and Capture 
a Party of Surveyors Employed by 
Gen. B. F. Butler—The Scene of the 
Con flict the Chosen Home of the Moon- 
shiners. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Covineton, Va., March 4.—The people in the 
upper part of Bath County, in this State, are in 

a wild state of excitement over a series of 

pitched batties which have been going on im 

that county between armed bodies of country- 

men and a surveying party headed by Capts. 

Campbell, Strong, aud Barrett. About a year 

ago Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, of Massachusetts, 

gained possession of an immense tract of land 
known as the “ Wilson Survey.“ The land in- 
cludes several thousand acres stretching across 

Bath County, in Virginia, to Lillies’ 

Mill, beyond the border of West Vir- 

ginia. Much of it embraces mountain 

fastnesses which have been the strongbold of 
illicit distillers. and bands of those daring men 
who after the War boasted that they would never 
surrender, retired to the @imost impregnabie 
abodes where they leda wild and independent 
life, enjoying the occasional exciting skirmishes 
which were forced upon them by the revenue 
forces. The Wilson Survey.“ which Gea. But- 
ler has gotten bold of, is larger than a German 
principality, and embraces some splendid land. 
During the latter part of last month he began 
to pay some attention to the property, 
and sent a full corps of surveyors to 
divide it. The party, about twenty stfrooug, 
begun their task early last week and proceeded 
for several days without molestation until they 
reached the vicinity of Dillin's Mill, when their 
presence began to attract the attention of some 
of the deer-hunters in that section. When the 
object of the survey was known, and when it 
leaked out that Gen. Butler was endeavoring to 
perfect arrangements and get possession of the 
land, the excitement became intense, and thein- 
telligence spread from cabin to cabin. The hardy 
mountaineers and farmers began to gather to- 
gether very rapidly. all armed and ready to 
resist what they contended was an invasion of 
their rightful domain by a General against 
whom many of them had once fought, and for 
whom few pf them had any love. Law or no 
law, they determined to resist the surveying 
party. Messengers were sent to Capt. Campbell 
with the information that be and his party must 
clear out or the place would be made too hot 
forthem. The surveyors, who were well armed, 
took no notice of what they regarded as idie 
threats aud continued their survey, but at the 
same time notified the hostile parties that it 
would be well for them to attend to their own 
business. The mountaineers and others then 
began to get ready for a tight. Wednesday a 
company of about fifteen of them, well armed 
with double-barreicd shotwuns, attacked the 
surveying party. Campbell and bis companions. 
however, were well prepared for them, and. as 
soon as they came in sight, warned them to 
come no rer. As the surveying camp at this 
time ococepied a commanding position on 
tne mouttain-side, and their force was 
than the attacking party, the 
withdrew for reinforcements. Their 
was recruited rapidly, and yes- 
terday they again moved on the surveying 
party with a force of seventy-five men, their 
ery 2 — with Ben Butler's land- 
sharks. surveyors were warned of their 
approach, but did not retreat at that time, as 
they believed that the strength of the attacking 
party had been exaggerated. They, bowever, 
took the precaution to intrench themselves well 
in their position. Yesterday at 12 o'vlock the 
two parties met, and a sharp engagement en- 
sued, over 100 shots being fired in a few 
minutes. It was a kind of indian warfare, the 
besiegers’ force being scattered and keeping 
behind the trees. The surveyors held their 
camp bebiod a natural fort of boulders, and for 
a time prevented their assailants from gaiuing 
on them. Three of the mountaineers were 
wounded In the engagement. Ten of the as- 
sailants were then sent, out and managed to 
creep throggh the Gadérgrowth until they ob- 
tained a position bigher up the mountain side 
behind the surveyors, and then they bad an un- 
obstructed range atthem. The surveyors were 
surrounded, for when the skirmishers behind 
them began to pour shot dowu on them 
they had throw themselves on their 
faces, thus uncovering their front and 
giving their assailants ample time to charge up 
to their fortress. This was done, with a tri- 
umpbaot yelling of “Charge ‘em, boys!” 

Campbell had time to raise his white handker- 

chief on the end of bis ramrod as a sign of sur- 

render, and so saved the lives of many of bis 
party. The camp was at once taken possession 
of, and, although the party of Virginians and 

West Virginians which composed the victorious 

foe were excited, they offered no violence to 

their prisopers.. They simply warned them to 
leave the country, and notified them not to come 
back unless they wanted tar, feathers, and 
brimstone. Particulars just received here are 
to the effect that seven of the combatants were 
wounded ig the skirmish, but it is believed none 
were mortaliy hurt. The surveyors at once beat 

a hasty retreat,and are now on their way to 

this place, having given up all idea, it is under- 

The 
people in this section are much excited, and in-

After 
being taken to jail Bottum sent for au attorney 
of this city, W. A. Lynch, who accompanied him 
to Maquoketa, but who did so in the interest of 
the prosecution. 
BOTTUM WANTED TO 

FESSION, 
and this he did in the presence of the Sheriff, 
Deputy Sheriff, a Justice of the Peace, and 
Mr. Lynch, who took down his confession’ in 
writing, Bottum afterward swearing to its cor- 
rectness, It is a very lengthy and detailed 
statement, substantially to this effect: Bottum 
states the particulars of the false testimony 
given at the instance of J. Q. Wing, a lawyer of 
this city, of the firm of Wing & Fink, in a case 
tried in September, 1881, in this city. He says 
that 
AN ORDER 
was introduced, written on a placard of coarse 
paper, which was taken by Wing from the 
magistrate’s desk to Wing's Office and there 
fitted on another piece ot paper, when one F. L. 
Hayden wrote something on the other paper 
that changed the original order entirely. That 
paper was taken and hidden behinda barrel in 
the rear of a Second street store, and Bottum 
told where it was hidden by Wing. Bottum 
went and found it. and then appeared in court 
with it, swearing that it wasanaccident, This 
piece of perjury 
WON WING HIS SUIT. 
Bottum goes on in bis confession to give the de- 
tails of a scheme to testify falsely at Wing's in- 
vestigation in the case of Parks vs. Barr, in 
which a servant girl sues ber employer's son for 
seducuon and asks $5,000 damages. The whole 
purpose of that was not to attempt to get a con- 
fession from Barr, but to put themselves (Wing 
and Fink appeared for the piaintiff, Annie Parks) 
in a position where they could simply say that 
they had met him. and then 
MANUFACTURE EVIDENCE TO FIT THE CASE. 
the admissions of Barr were to be fabricated 
and sworn to. They were to be made by Wing 
and Fink, and Bottum and N. W. Atherton were 
to swear to the admissions. Bottum states that, 
among other attempts to meet Barr, Wing con- 
ceived the idea of sending Atherton to Barr's 
school-house under the pretext of teaching him 
penmanship. 

The startling disclosures made in the Haw- 
thorn case (given in today’s Tri puns) frichtened 
them from using Bottum in the Barr case. 
The crayon-drawing used in 

THE HAWTHORNE-LE CLAIRE CASE 
was drafted In Wing's office, and was taken from 
a sketch ot the sidewalks and steps used in a 
former trial. Bottum, in his confession, says he 
never saw the place, and was not in Le Claire. 
The whole evidence, crayon-sketch and all, 
were made in Wing's private office, where Bot- 
tum was taught what to do and say un the stand. 

On the arrival at noon today from Maquoketa 
or Bottum's confession, an information for 
subordpathon of perjury was fied against Wing 
and Fink. Both were arrested, and, waiving 
examination, were held in bonds of $600. 

F. L. HAYDEN AND N. W. ATHERTON, 
who had been cmplo yed by Wing and Fink to 
suborn witnesses, were advised by Bottum to do 
as he had done—confess everything. They were 
also arrested and have made statements in writ- 
ing exposing everything, and corroborating Bot- 
tum in the most important respects. They say 
that Wing was the one who conceived all the 
villainy and hired them to carry out his plans 
and plots. 

Old lawyers say they have never heard of such 
systematic attempts at 

PROFESSIONAL PERJURY 
where it bas been so boldly and successfully 
done. 

The Bar Association bas already taken steps 
to disbar Wing and Fink, and the case will be 
carried by the association into the courts. Wing 
came here three years ago from Monticello, Ia., 
and had formerly lived at Aurora, III. He pad 
stumped the State politically, and delivered lit- 
erary addresses in many of the large cities.

A NEW LICENSE ORDINANCE-—SALOONS PUT 
AT 8100. 


The Committee on Licenses held a secret ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon to discuss the license 
ordinance, They decided to recommend the 
passage of an amendment to the saloou- 
license ordinance recommended by the Citi- 
zens’ League, that ali applications 
for saloon licenses shall be putin the hands of 
the Committee on Licenses at least twenty days 
before the license is granted, and no license 
shall be issued without the approval of the com- 
mittee. It also provides that licenses shall be 
révoked upon the first conviction ofa sale of 
liquor to minors. The committee will recom- 
mend the following additional license-schedule, 
all other occupations which the city is allowed 
to impose license upon already paying such 
taxes: Tugs, ; bawkers and peddiers, $20; 
pawnbrokers, ; second-hand dealers, $50; 
auctioneers, $300; junk-dealers, $50; restau- 
rants without liquor, $10; saloons, $100; euch 
carriage, omnibus, or other vehicles, drawn by 
two horses and tor hire, $10, drawn by one 
horse, $5; each distillery, $500; brewery, $250; 
lumber- yard, $150; brokers, $50. 

It will be noticed that pawnbrokers’ and sa- 
loon licenses are increased. It is understood 
that neither lumbermen, brewers, nor distiliers 
will object to the licenses proposed, and that the 

ers alone will furnish upwards of $100,000 if 
ordinance is as recommended. 


RESULTS OF STRIKING. 
THE SOUTH SIDE ROLLING-MILL BLAST FUR- 
NACES SHUT UP. 

The Union Iron & Steei Company, whose blast- 
furnace employees have been on a strike for 
several days past, have, after several endeavors 
to effect @ compromise, determined to assume 
the offensive, with a view of ascertaining 
whether their rulling-miil property belongs to 
them, or whether the strikers have a title to the 
plant,. which carries with it the right to manage 
and control . 

Ou Friday and again on yesterday the com- 
pany made a proposition based upon the twelve- 
hour idea, wherein the same wages and priv- 
lleges were guaranteed as are bemg paid and 
secured in Mke establishments, but the strikers 
would not agree to anything unless ali their de- 
mands were granted. The company therefore, 
believing these demands unreasonable, yester- 
day determined to shut down the biast-furnaces 
indelinitiy, and the officers say that no fires will 
be built in the furnaces until the last proposi- 
tion made to the strikers is accepted. The com- 
pany has a large amount of ore now on its docks, 
which of course cannot be used, but it is pre- 
pared to lose the interest on the money thus 
locked up, rather than submit to the unreason- 
able demands of the strikers. 

Of the 1,600 employés, about 400 will thus be 
thrown out of employment, and whilst the com- 
pany realizes the fact that the men in the other 
branches of the business will sympathize more 
or less with their striking fellow-workmen, a 
general strike is not looked for. However, 
should the employés of the steel-mill join in the 
demonstration, the company will shut down the 
entire works. i 

In order to keep the rail-miliin operation, the 
company has already commenced purchasing 
pig-iron, and, whilst it can manufacture this 
material cheaper than it can be bought, it pre- 


fers to stand the additional expense rather than 
yield to the demands of the men. 

The company is not at ail backward in censur- 
ing the police authorities for what it terms their 
very inefficient services. The charge is openly 
made thatthe police at the Hinman Street Sta- 
tion are in sympathy with the strikers, and that 
whenever they have been called upon to quiet 
disturbances about the mill have either not re- 
sponded of could not be found. One of the offi- 
cers s company said to the reporter that 
with the 1 inadequate police force, it was 
in his opinion impossible for the manufacturers 
of Chicago to protect their property. He also 
stated that tne indications all pointed to a gen- 
eral labor strike throughout the country during 
the com summer, and he had but little confi- 
dence in either the police force or the militia to- 
quiet any outbreak that might occur.

But, a word as to the man whois at the 
head of this project. It is the idea of Mr. 
Aaron N. Hart, who is weil known in 
Chicago and especially in real-estate circles. 
It may not be irrelevant to state that Mr. Hart 
owns 14,000 acres of land in Lake County, Indi- 
ana, 8,000 of which are under cultivation and 
form one of the finest farms in the country. 

It is situated on what was known as the Cady 
Marsh, aad bas been reclaimed from the waters 
by a simple and ingenious system of drainage. 

The tract of land on which it is proposed to 
open a harbor on Lake Michigan is io Lake 


of which are owned by Mr. Hart,and the re- 
maining 4,000 acres are under his control. ‘its 
western boundary begins at a point one and one- 
Dalf miles east of the eastern line of what is 
known as East Chicago. The land ex- 
tends along the shore of Lake Michigan 
for a distance of six miles—extending south to 
a point some distance below the Grand Calumet. 
Thus it bas also a frontage on each side of the 
Grand Calumet River of six miles. The tollow- 
ing trunk lines to the East run through the 
tract: The Michigan Central, the Baltimore & 
Ohio, the Michigan Southern, and the Pittsburx 
& Fort Wayne. There are already two or three 
stations in the tract. It also comprises part of 
Tolleston—in fact, the cross of the Michigan 
Central and the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne is on 
Mr. liart’s land. 

The Chi¢ago Belt Line Railroad Company al- 
ready 71 4. — layiug their track to the east 
line of East cago. 

This brings it within one and one-balf miles of 
the west line of the property. What is known 
asthe Kline tract lies between East Chicago 
and the tract under consideration, and in the 
eveut of the opeuing of the barbor the exten- 
re! of the Belt Line Road is simply a quesdon 
of time.

CITY LIMITS WITHIN A RADIUS OF 


In Tae Tailsunt last Sunday the time and 
rates of the suburban business of the Illinois 
Central and the Northwestern were compared. 
The comparison was to the advantage of the 
Northwestern. But it did not inciude the ten- 
ride tickets sold by che two companies. The 
Iilinois Central sells ten-ride tickets to Hyde 
Park, 6.53 miles, for $1. The Northwestern 
charges $1.80 for a ten-ride ticket to Summer- 
dale, 6.6 miles. To Evauston, 11.8 miles, the 
Northwestern charges $3.15; to Ninety-fifth 
street, 11.84 miles, the Illinois Central charges 
but $1.00, just half as much as the Northwest- 
ern. It will be seen that in this the Illinois Cen- 
tral makes much better terms than the North- 
western, It is quite an object to persons of 
moderate means to be saved the necessity of 
paying their commutation rates for three 
months or six months in advance. 

Comparing the rates and speed on the Burling- 
ton & Quincy and Northwestern it appears that 
to Riverside, 12.3 miles, the time by fast train is 
thirty minutes, the same as it is to Evanston, 
IL miles, The slowest train to Riverside is 
forty-two minutes; to Evanston forty-five min- 
utes. To Western Springs, 16.5 miles on the Bur- 
lington & Quincy, the time runs from forty-six 
to fifty-fve minutes; to Winnetka, on the 
Northwestern, from forty to ixty minutes. A 
six mouths’ ticket to Evanston costs $36; to 
itiverside, $30; to Western Springs, $36; to Win- 
netka, $3. In family tickets the rates of the 
Buriington & Quincy are still more favorabie 
than those of the Northwestern. An Evanston 
commuter on the latter road who wishes trans- 
portauon for the occasional visits of his family 
to town, buys a thirty-ride family ticket for 
$7.10. Each ride will then cost 23% cents. A 
Riverside commuter can obtain from the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Koad a 100-ride family 
ticket for 816. Each ride then costs for a longer 
distance than Evanston 14 cents, or 37% per cent 
less than the rate on the Northwestern. These 
comparisous make it plain that the rates on the 
Northwestern are less favorable to the develop- 
ment of suburban business than those on the 
Burlington & Quincy, though the accommoda- 
tions, as far as ards the number of trains, 
are better on the Northwestera.

Postponement of Street Improvements. 
To the Edttor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cu1caGco, March 4.—I am much disappointed 
to learn that the Committee on Local Assess- 
ments has found it necessary to recommend the 
postponement of improvements on a large num- 
ber of streets, for the reason that the city bas 
no money to pay for intersections. The condi- 
tion of our streeets is simply disgraceful, owing 
to the large number of unimproved thorough- 
fares, and unless some means can be found to 
overcome this difficulty (of want of funds to 
pave intersections), we are likely to suffer for 
years tocome. Now, what is the objection to 
the following: When an assessment for improv- 
ing a street is made let there be added tothe cost 
of pay the street in front of the lots one- 
baif of cost of improving the intersections, 
the other half to be raised on the property fac- 
ing on the cross streeta extending to the middle 
of the biocks, or to next street, or as far as the 
property will be benefited by the improvement. 
In this way the money would come from the 
same source as that for paving the streets, the 
city would be relieved of all cost of construc- 
tion, and the necessarv,improvements could be 
made as needed, and the increased value of the 
property would compensate the owners for their 
outiay. To maintain the improvements in re- 

ir let there be a sufficient tax levied on every

them in thorough repair. 

I understand that the objection will be phised 
that the city has no authority to do these things. 
If this is true, then why not ask the Governor

Before adjourning the following communica- 


tion was read by President Hobart to the board. 
It expiains itself: 


Gentlemen of the Board: On returning yester- 
day after an absence of several weeks, | ascer- 


tained that petitions signed by many more than 
the requisit number of voters have been pre- 
seuted to you asking you to submit the question 
of exchangicg the 
government at the coming spring election. I 
also tind that the call for such election cannot 
be made later than today on account of the 
necessity of giving thirty days’ notice. I find 
the following directions in the Revised Statutes 
for the organization of cities and villages: 


“That any city now existing in this State may 


become incorporated under this act in the man- 
ner following: Whenever one-eighth of the 
legal voters of such city voting at the last pre- 
ceding municipal election snail petition the 
Mayor and City Council thereof to submit the 
question as to whether such city shall become 
incorporated under this actto a vote of the 
electors in such citys it shall be the duty of such 
Mayor and Council to submit such question at 
the next ensuing municipal election of such 
city; provided there shall be sufficient time in- 
tervening to give the notice required by law. 

“The Mayor of such city sbail give at least 
thirty days’ notice of such election by publish- 
ing a notice thereof in one or more newspapers 
within the city. 

“ Whenever the words City Council’ or * May- 
or’ occur in this act the same shall apply to the 
Trustees and President of such village so far as 
the same may be applicable.“ 

Tnese expressions of the law under which we 
act appear to me to be clearly mandatory, im- 
posing upon us a duty, and leaving no opdon of 
neglecting to perform it. Unfortunately no 
quorum was present at the time for the regular 
meeting of the board last evening, and hence no 
action could be taken on the petition of our 
constituents. But 1 do not understand that the 
failure of the board to act relieves the President 
(or Mayor) of the duty of issuing the call for the 
election as defined in the sections above. More- 
over I cannot believe that this board would in- 
tentionally. either by positive or negative ac- 
tion, deprive the people of the right to express 
their wishes at the polls in accordance witb their 

tition. The denial of the right of petinon is a 

orm of tyranny which the Trustees of the VII- 
lage of Hyde Park certainly do not intend to in- 
flict upon their fellow- citizens.

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HECKIN 6 HORSES. 


A Simple and Efficient Device 
for Check-Reins. 


Comfortable for the Animal and Con- 
venient for the Driver. 


Since the publication of the illustrations in 
last Sunday’s paper of the barbarous check- 
reins now in use the attenuon of Tue TRIBUNE 
has been called to something entirely new for 
the checking and unchecking of horses iv har- 
ness, which not only seems to be of very great 
convenience to the driver but isa loug stride 
forward in thé humane treatment of the horse. 

The following iliustrations will show the de- 
vice and how it is used: 


GUIDE-REIN TERRET. 

This terret ie put on the harness saddle in the 
ordinary way, taking the place of the present 
terret. Instead of being an entirely open ring 
it is provided with two bars, not unlike tne let- 
ter V. formmga a slot, through which the guide- 
rein readily passes.

The horse cannot uncheck himself by the 
swaying of the reins in traveling, nor by champ- 
ing on the bit, or swinging of the head whiie 
standing. The balls are so formed that the or- 
dinary side check and overdraw can with them 
be attached to the guide-reins and operated in 
the same manner as above. 

The followt are advantages claimed over 
any check now in use: It enabies the driver to 
check or uncheck the borse at pleasure while 
sitting in the carriage. It keeps the horse's bead 
in the right place and prevents shying or bolt- 
ing. Safety in turning may always be assured by 
leaving the bail in the sucket and pulling on the 
opposit rein. By using a high side check with 
an independent bit the worst pulling horse can 
be driven with ease. The benefits derived from 
frequently unchecking horses are well known 
by all horsemen accustomed to driving long dis- 
tances, especially with a tired borse going up 
hill. Horses which are otherwise unsafe to leave 
without bitching are safe with these terrets— 
the guide-reins cannot get under the thilis. 
Horses that drive on one rein can be keptin the 
road.

CHURCH AND STATE. 
EACH CHINAMAN BELIEVES AND PRACTICES 

THREE RELIGIONS—THE STATE IN PART- 

NERSHIP WITHTHE GODS. 

The Fortnightly Review for Feb. 1 contains an 
éxhaustive paper on The Relations of Religion 
to the Asiatic States,” from the pen of Mr. A. 
C. Lyall, of which the following is an abstract: 


In European States, wherever uniformity of 


belief ean no longer be preserved, the State usu- 
ally findsit impossible to identify itself with 
‘several rival creeds, and very inconvenient to 
remain on good terms with any one of them. In 
Mahomedan countries the difficulty is fore- 
stalled by diligently stamping out all creeds but 
one wherever this is possible. But in China, 
so far as can be judged from written 
accounts, the peculiarity is, that the State is 
not only tolerant and fairly impartial to a mul- 
tiplicity of creeds and worships (for that is seen 
everywhere in Asia beyond the pale of Islam), 
but that at least three established religions are 
fostered and sedulously patronized by the Gov- 
t according to their specialties and re- 
spective iiaae ta van. for the great purposes of 
orderly administration of the Empire, and the 
upholding of the national traditions of conduct 
and morality. Nowbere is the principle of 
e@apting the motive power of religion to the 
machinery of administration carried out so 
scientifically as it appears to be in China. The 
vast area and the immense population of the 
Empire afford ample room for several religions; 
the system of government finds employment and 
congenial atmosphere for them all. The tradi- 
tion of the Imperial Court is to keep the Emper- 
or’s person in august and majestic seclusion; 


the practice is to set out all their administra- 


tive proceedings and acts of State under impos- 
formularies and high-sounding moral ordi- 
nances, keeping the inner mechanism of the 
State secret and mysterious. All this system 
harmonizes with and favors the policy of asso- 
ciating religion with every department of the 
ublic service, and of identifying the laws of the 
Go te — * Bp pend goo?

Both Con- 
fucius and Buddha seem rather to bave despised 
than denied the ordinary popular deities, and to 
bave refrained, out of pity for weaker brethren, 
from iconoclasm. Taouism has rewarded both by 
apotheosis, into a pantheon which appears to 
be fliled by every imaginable device, by person- 
ifieauons of everything that profits or piagues 
humanity, of natural phenomena, of human in- 
ventions, of war, literature, and commerce, and 
by the deification of dead heroes and sages, of 
eminent persons at large, and of every object 
or reeeliection that touches men's emotions or 
passes their understanding. It is worth notice 
at the three persons who found these three 
separate religions appear all to have lived about 
the same time—in or near the sixth century, B. 
. And the impartial veneration accorded to 
them by the Chinese ig shown by their being 
worshiped together as the Trinity of the 

Let us fora moment see by what means the Chi- 
nese Government identiiles these religions .with 
the State's administration and with the reigning 
dynasty. If the Government is of any one par- 
ticuiar religion more than another, it is, we are 
told. Confucianist; since the literary and intel- 
lectual sympathies of the official classes are 
preferentially with a system of moral phil- 
osophy and practical wisdom. Nevertheless the 
public worsnip of Taouist spirits is elaborate 
and carefully regulated. There are three 
regular State services during the year, in the 
Spring and at the solstices; while special func- 
tions take place upon any great public event, 
the accession of a new Emperor, and victory, 
oracalamitous visitation. All this is analo- 
gous to the religious customs of other countries, 
with the difference that in China the national 
prayers and sacrifices are offered up, not by 
chief priest or ecclesiastics, but by the Emperor 
himseif, who also performs by deputy, through 
his civil subordinates, similar offices throughout 
the kingdom. The powers of the air, the great 
spirits of earth and beaven, are invoked by the 
State's ruler to administer the elementary torees 
for the genera] benefit of the country, precisely 
as the meanest of his subjects implores some 
obscure deity to bless og save bim individually. 
The Emperor's style of address is lofty—* I, 
your subject, son of heaven by imperial suc- 
eession, dare to announce to the Imperial spirit 
of the earth that the time of the summer 
soistice has arrived, t@at all things tiv- 
ing enjoy the blessing of sustenance, 
and depend upon it for your efiicient 
nid.“ Notiess important tban the oblation to 
spirits is the worship of ancestors (prescribed by 
the injunction of Confucius, but probably au 
immemorial usage) which the Emperor cele- 
brates with due solemuity, setting forthan ex- 
ample of filial piety, and at the same time 
claiming for the dynasty ali the reverence due 
to the hereditary father of his people. 

The Peking Gazetie announces alt acts of 
State, regulations, decrees, orders, or important 
cases, and ceremonial proceedings of the Im- 
perial Goverament; and it is certainly unique 
among Moniteurs and official publications of 
that kind in its incessaut and impressive iilus- 
tration of the relations of the Chinese State 
with the established religions. The grand func- 
tions of Imperial worship are of course ali for- 
mally ordained and reported for general infor- 
mation by edicts, ana by orders of the Board of 
Sacrifices; and me Gazelle contains many or- 
ders allotting to the Princes and other high 
officials the different temples at which they are 
to But the strange and in- 

phenomenon is find, in 
modern-sounding publication 

as a Government sees and court circular, the 
deities figuring, not asionally but very fre- 
quently, in every department of official busi- 
ness, and treated much as if they were highly 
respectable functionaries of asuperior order, 
promoted tosome kind of upper house, whose 
abilities and influence were nevertheless still at 
the service of the State. Those who hold the 
first rank, with very extensive departments 


to 


nized as State gods, such gods 
as those of war, literature, or instruction hav- 
ing preéminent position. There is also, it is 
understood, a distinetion between the gods who 
are occupied with the material or physical con- 
cerns of the country and those who preside 
over intellectual and moral needs. But beside 
ana below these chief office-bearing deities, 
there are evidently very numerous godsof the 
counties and boroughs, to whom the imperial 
edicts secure regular and proper worship, 
whereby their influence is enlisted upon the side 
of Government; while the provincial officers are 
expected regularly to visit all those registered 
as State much after the fashion in which 
European prefects are supposed to pay atten- 
tion to persons of local influence. All these 
deities seem to be rewarded, decorated, pro- 
moted, or publicly thanked by the Supreme 
Government according to their works, with due 
gravity and impartiality. The god of war, whose 
department may have increased in importance 
in these days of great armaments, was judi- 
ciously raised, by a decree of the last Emperor 
but one, to the same rank with Confuscius, who 
had .before occupied the first place in the State 
pantheon. Oonstant reference is made in the 
gazettes to the performances of the minor dei- 
ties, and they seem to be all cohporatmg with 
the prefects or the magistracy in grappling with 
administrative difficulties; insomuch that local 

verument appears to consist of a coalition 
— local deifies and provineial officers, 
who divide the responsibiiity, and share praise 
or blame. Whatever may be the position of the 
more privileged and aristocratic ctass of. gov- 
erning divinities, the minor Chinese deity is not 
allowea to sit with his hands foided, like 
Buddha, or to induige, like the gods of later 
Hinduism, in grotesque amusements or disrep- 
utable caprices, or to decline respousibility for 
storms and earthquakes, on the piea that it will 
all come right in the end. On the contrary, the 
condition on which the Chinese Government 
patronizes the pantheon is evidently that it shall 
make for morality, support tne cause of order, 
and assist in preventing or combating such ca- 
lamities as floods, famige, or pestilence. And 
since in China the State deities—at any rate those 
who represent outlying and provinces— 
are not sent to the pant u by popular elec- 
tion, as elsewhere throughout Asia, but are ap- 
pointed by the Government, it is obvious that 
they must be in some degree under ministerial 
influence. Aremarkable personage, whether be 
be eminent for bravery, virtue, or any 
other notable characteristic, may be honored 
after death by deification at the hands of the 
Imperial Court; whereby the State rewards a 
distinguished public servant or private bene- 
factor, and at the same time retains his interest 
and willin “another place,” and in a higher 
and broader sphere of usefulness, 

It is easy to perceive how the formal bestowal 
of thumous honors, in their first stage not 
unlike our State funerals and monuments, with 
memorial tablets, mausolea, and titular distinc- 
tions of a sacred character, must attract the re- 
ligious feel of the multitude, and stimulate 
the world-wide propensity towards adoration of 
the dead. The Government has, therefore, no 
difficulty in promoting the spirits of the de- 
ceased notables to the superior grades of aivinity, 
whenever this may seem expedient; and bas 
only to anticipate and direct public opinion by 
a judicious selection, of qualified personages. 
In this way the Emperor, himself a sacred and 
semi-divine persouage, seems to have dually 
acquired something like a monopoly deifica- 
tion, which be uses as a constitutional preroga- 
tive, like the right of creating peers. And the

Moreover, the system bas this advantage 
over the European custom of giving peerages 
and distinctions during life, that it is more pru- 
dent aud economical.

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CHURCH AND STAGE. 


THE THEATRE CAN TAKE CARE OF ITSELF, 
AND WANTS NO ALLIANCE WITH THE 
CHURCH. 

Apropos of a sermon which the Dean of Carlisle 
preached on Feb. 9 to the Church and Stage 
Guild, the London Daily News says: 

“A nun once had a considerable repute for 
writing plays; but on the whole the Church has 
contributed little, except in France, to the réper- 
toire of the world. The two great powers of the 
temple and the stage have rarely been friendly 
except whet in Greece,the theatre, like most 
other forms of art and amusement, was but a 
side-deveiopment of religion. When or why 
the Chureh first took up an austere attitude to 
the drama it is not very easy to be certain. Prob- 
ably it caine about at the time when Christianity 
first became able to hold her own with the power 
which sbe was goon to conquer, the Roman Em- 
pire. Anything like the abominable cruelty and 
lewdiness.of the Roman stage at the time when 
Juvenal's ladies fell in love with actors and fen- 
cing masters bas never been known in the world 
of later years. The Church would have been 
untrue to herself indeed if she had not protested 
with all her strength against the iniquities both 
of the stage and thearena. The monk Telem- 
achus, unless he is a myth, and has obtained 
an undeserved renown, put an end to the mas- 
sacres of the arena by laying down his own life 
on the bloody sand. The Church only knew the 
stage as the stage of her own time, of the cor- 
rupt Roman Empire, just as our Puritans only 
knew the deabauched drama of the Stuarts and 
the Reformation. One can readily understand 
and sympathize with the Puritan indignation 
when the stage was what Canon Kingsiey de- 
scribed in an interesting article. Starting rom 
a stil) worse state of things, the early Church 
anathematized the drama. Monks who wished to 
read Aristophanes or Seneca were. expected to 
indivate their profane taste to the convent libra- 
rian by scratehing their ears in a dog-like 
fashion, thus flustrating the lowand animal 
nature of their literary craving. And so things 
went on till the medieval Church, as it were, by 
accident became the mvther of the modern dra- 
ma. There can be little doubt that the passion 
plays and religious * mysteries’ of the Middle 
Ages made one of the twh sources, the other be- 
ing the revived study of Seneca, Piautus, aad 
Euripides, from which the drama of France is 
derived. But the clérgy soon banned their own 
offspring, and it was bard indeed for players in 
the palmy age of the French stage to get buried 
in consecrated ground, The old feud is still 
smoldering, and the Dean of Carlisle, with his 
friends, is probably not in a majority of the Eu- 
glish Church on this question. 

We cannot profess seriously to think that the 
Guild of Church and Stage is engaged in a very 
profitable task. If there be burning @mbers of 
old wars between the representatives of one of 
the arts ou one side ang of religion on the other 
the best plan i¢ to ignore them—not to stir them 
even on pretense of ‘raking them out.’ The 
stage can take very good care of itseif, and 
wants no alliance with religion any more than 
with law or with the State. Mis disagreeable to 
actors and actresdes to be treated as if they 
were a kind of interesting pariahs, people not 80 
very far off from the kingdom of respectability. 
Their art, their profession, isan art or profes- 
sion like another. It was not always thus; even 
now che footing is not so secure as that of other 
forms of art or of business. But the position 
which the stage should possess and is rapidly ae- 
guiring will not be gained through the well- 
meant patronage of the Church. The Church 
does not patronage the press, or the bar, or 
printing, or fiction, or sculpture. Why should 
it press ite attentions on the stage Outsiders 
are always buzzing round the stage, advising, 
giving hints, suggesting pians of education, and 
what not, as it actors, of all people in the world, 
least knew their own business and most wanted 
instruchon from persous who can have learned 
littie or nothing about it. The great and wise 
churchmen of the day can only help the stage 
by taking the same unaffected interest in it as 
they do in any other art. Probably they are 
aware of this. But there will always be curdtes 
who wish to‘ assoviate with ballet giris tor their 
good.’ It is a fine ambition, not absolutety with- 
out its dangers. Actors seldom fee! the same 
imperious call to enliveti the families of curates. 
The church should let the stage go her own 
way: the stage will never go out of her way to 
patronize the church, to offer advice on elocu- 
tion to preachers, and unter telling ‘ effects’ 
to amateurs of Ornate ritual.“

infringe the patent. The case was regarded 
as a test suit, being vigorously contested on 
both sides and watched with interest by the 
whole trade.

Etiquet of the Knife, Fork, aud Spoon, 
Written for The Sunday Tribune. 
“Pashion,” says a French author, “is the 
tyrant of taste; nay, often the exterminating 
angel of beauty —a censuré which argues no 
slight boldness, yet one which bears along with 
ite sweeping sense much truth, as the etag- 
erated styles and ridiculous mades which 
have run through ages bear witness. Igno- 
rance, prejudice, and cOarseness ha 


en 


have over- 
whelmed the goddess and guide, until she has 
many times sunk into ridicule dnd vulgarity, 
and as many times, rescued dy taste, elerance, 
and refinement, been restored to her exalted 
hight. In her Own graceful naturalness] she 
castsahaloof interest around her fair form, 
which is ours to venerate. 

We are told that the Liliputian nation de- 
clared war against the inhabitants of Hletusen 
solely on account of the latter’s refusal to break 
their eggs at the same end as fashion dicated. 
These Big-Endian rebellions caused the loss of 
forty capital ships of war, a multitude of 
smaller vessels, and 30,000 of his Majesty’s best 
seainen and soldiers. Thus Swift records the 
result of a distegatd of fashion on one point. 
He sags the havoc amongst the Blefusendians 
was still more disastrous. 

Setting aside the flat of fashion bas been the 
Primary cause of much trouble and disaster, 
and thrown nations ſuto confusion and dismay.

I had not thought it neces- 
sary to write on the etiquet of hand- 
ling the Knife, fork, and spoon, until afew days 
since, when, ou à visit to a family of wealth, 1 
saw such Startling and peculiat innovations 
that the da wulug powers of mind could neither 
comprehend nor appreciate. Never since the 
days when etiquet had its rise and the great folks 
were fenced round with a mass of protecting 
observances was the fork séen to do duty for 
the kulfe, and the Knife for the fork, with such 
unequaled nonchalance. I was taken back to 
the era when customs which were of necessity 
habitual at meals formed a curious contrast to 
superabundant displays. The Qdeen of King 
James I. fed herself With her fingers. 
Indeed, I hardly know which is prefer- 
able—feeding ove self with one's fing- 
ers, or carrying a knife to the mouth. 
In either case much delicacy of touch is re- 
quired. We are toid that a certain Countess— 
one Of the ladies bear the tasting-knife, 
which was a part of the ceremony perormed be- 
fore serving dimmer to the Queén—met with a 
serious accident. Tempted by the savory odor 
of a favorit dish, she in an uniuckly moment 
tasted, when lol she thrust the kaife in ber 
mouth so bastily in order to avoid detection 
that sue miscaiculateéd both its length and 
width. After this earrying the koife to the 
—.— was much reprobated, as dangerous to 

ealth. 

At this date forks were known. but it is cer- 
tain were not used. Queen Elizabeth 
several which had been presented to her—one 
given her by the Countess of — one by 
Mrs. Frances Drury, one fork, spoon, and 
knife by the Countess of Warwick, and all 
evidently for ornament, not use. Prejudice 
seems to have been fife against them in those 
days.

In fact, | have seen ohne whose 
strange handling of the knife, fork, and spoon 
was sufficient to lead me to infer that others 
cherished the same orthodox notions. I[ actual- 
ly saw a lady. ove Who made pretension to fash- 
ion and refinement, carry a knife to her mouth, 
thereby ‘insulting Providence,” as the Hliza- 
bethan Divine would say, and fying danger, 
For if a fork would offend in the days of King 
James I., surely the so inappropriate use of a 
Knife in the uineteenth century is shocking. 

Forks are supposed to have been introduced 
into general use by a traveler ot the name of 
Coryat. To him We are indebted for the very 
delightful and comfortable change. What an 
interesting scene our ancestors must have pre- 
sented, feeding themselves with their fingers! 
The prudieh maiden, Queen Anne, certainiy did 
not feed herself with ner fingers; but Im not 
80 certain of the story told that, on ome occasion, 
when she was interested in conversation with 
sotue Of ber attendants, she pierced one of her 
finge which had just conveyed a deiicate 
morsel to her mouth, wit her tooth. 
Oue would think that the frequent recur- 
rence of such accidents would have suggested 
some invention more convenient and elegant be- 
fore the middie ef the seventeenth century. 
Can any one faney Gur delicate and scrupulous 
ancestors—society ladies—bei very hunger 
and indulging =p) og | in hashes, stews, and 
hotch- potebes, as Mr. Pegge assures us they did, 
since a joint was rarely served, on account of 
the inconvenience of eating it with only knife, 
spoon, and Angers? — 

What would society say now should etiquet 
decree that the fork must become a lost art and 
a full eomplement of fingers do duty? It is 
quite as vulgar now to carry the knife to the 
mouth as to employ the fingers. The kuife 
and fork should be tandied with 
great delicacy, not daintily or affectedly, but 
witb a nicety and neatness which will win for 
itself the name of art. As I once heard a gen- 
tleman say Of a lady whose table manners were 
unusuaily refined and perfect. The play of her 
knife and fork are a picture of classical grace 
aud ease; they seem to carry the nicety of 
physical conception and touch to the pleasure of 
the eye, and over and over again flatter and 
tempt each other into coquetry.” Pretense and 
affectation of any kind is a gross vulgarism, but 
there is a vast difference between vulgarism 
and neatness. One can be accomplished aad 
critical in this art, and yet not affected. 

The fork should be employed to convey the 
food to the mouth; the knife is used for the pur- 
pose of separating the morsels only. This law 
etiquet enforces, and is so thoroughly universal 
that it hardiy seems u y to repeat it. 
Meats, vegetables of ali kinds, pastry, jeilies, 
preservés of safficient firmuess to boid—iao fact, 
everything that can possibly be eaten with a 
fork must be. I have seen a spoon discarded 
and a fork used in eating ice-cream at several 
small dinners; but this is in defiance os ge rte 
and an affectation and vuigarism. anifol 
and various are the chauges which fashion re- 
quires of ber votaries to prove their devotion to 
per caase; but her power, her Skill. her 
ficekieness have not reached this culmi- 
nating point of the ridiculous. After the 
meal is finished the knife and fork 
should be placed together on one side of your 
plate, and never left crossed, as | have some- 
times seen. The plate shouid not be shoved 
back, but left standifig in place until the servant 
femoves it. To push it from you would imply 
that you desired it removed, and that would be 
decidedly rude, as a weli-trained servant will 
take the plate without delay as soon as done

A Sketch of the Life of a Great Musician. 
Written for The Chicago Tribune. 

When the cabie a few days ago announced the 
death of Theodore Kullak, there was not, on 
either side of the Atlantic, a pianist or piano- 
teacher of merit but felt that his art had suffered 
a most severe loss. Kullak was born in 1818, and 
in his 5th year gave evidence of uncommon mu- 
sical talent. But for the munificence of two 
Princes, Kullak would have been unable to pur- 
sue bis musical studies thoroughly. The most 
distinguished of his piano-teachers was Czerny, 
while he studied theory with Dehn, Sechter, and 
Nicolai. In 1843 he became the teacher of a 
Prussian Princess. Thus he was introduced to 
the very highest circles in Berlin. ‘The greatest 
honor in this line was conféfred upon him in 
1846, when he was appointed court-pianist. In 
1850 he founded a conservatory of music, to- 
getber with J. Stern and A. B. Marx. This ex- 
isted until 1865, when he established the Neue 
Akademie der Tonkunat,” of which he remained 
the Director until his death. Kullak's sphere of 
work having been very extended, we shall ar- 
rive more easily ata true estimation of his labors 
when we consider bim as pianist, composer, 
and teacher. Kullak's career as pianist may be 
said to bave closed with his appointment as 
court-pianist, inasmuch as he played in public 
very rarely since that time. 

Dr. Haus Bischoff, one of his best pupils, 
writes about his playing: 

“It isagreat pity that a man of such rare 
pianistic ability, of so outspoken, 80 individual 
a conception, should have ceased pearing in 
concert at so early a date. I do not remember 
that Lever heard trilis played so evenly, octavos 
so elastically, and scales so smoothly.“ 

His eminent technique served but the bigher 
aim—viz.: the poetic interpretation of standard 
works. 

Kullak was a fertile composer, his opus num- 
bers running as high as 126, to which must be 
added over for ty works without ousp-number. 
Like Chopin, to whom he may be compared in 
elagance, as well as thorough knowledge of the 
resources of the instrument, he composed ex- 
clusively for the piano. His compositions 
show great finish, beautiful har- 
monies, characteristic coloring; the ideas 
expressed in them are less remarkabie for 
depth than for grace and sweetness; he is more 
lyric than epic. Thus Kuliak has written a 
number of most beautiful idyis, pastorals, and 
pieces of fairy-like character, which stamp him 
a “drawing-room composer” par exceilence. 
Among these original com positions should be 
mentioned: Op. 22. La Gazelle; op. 26, six 
soli; op. 38, * Rayons et Ombres ; op. 57, Les 
Fleurs Auimées ; op.

class. In these he adapts the resources of the 
piano in an astonishing manner to the reproduc- 
tion of vocal ana orchestral effects. Among 
them are tra ions of Operas, Dbaliads 
(Loewe), songs (Mozart), national songs and 
dances (Russian, Italian. Spanish, Hungarian, 
German, Bohemian), violin compositions, etc. 
In view of the many valuable additions K. has 

e to the literature of piano- music, it is 
rather asad proof of the vis inert coin- 
mon among piano-teachers in general, if it must 
be stated, that to the majority of them K. is 
known solely by his octave-studies and the two 
books “ Kindericben.” Great as have been Kul- 
lakes merits as pianist and composer, they are 
far surpassed by those be bas bad as teacher of 
advanced piano-playing. It is probably in this 
capacity that he is best known in this country. 
Indeed, the choice of those Americans who in- 
tended to study abroad lay mostly between 
Stuttgart (Lebert, Pruckner) and Berlin (Kul- 
lavk), unless they were wise enough (like Mr. 
Sherwood) to study at both places. 
As a teacher K. combined two qualities which 
are rarely found united in such perfection: 
most exact attention to technique, made subser- 
vient toa most artistic reproduction of musical 
ideas. Nor should it be forgotten that K. grew 
old only in years, not in energy. His pupils 
would study a concerto by Liszt, Rubinstein, or 
Saint-Saéns ag readily as one by Beethoven. K. 
did not tall behind the times. That during a 
period of thirty-two years such a teacher should 
have reared a great number of distinguished 
pianists it wag but natural to expect. Among 
his numerous pupils may be mentioned C. 
Wehle, Scharwenka, A. Hollaender, A. Gruen: 
feild, Bischoff, Heymann, Emil Liebling. and 
Sherwood, the American pianist par excellence. 
The last work K. undertook was a critical edl- 
tion of Chopin's works. Unhappily death inter- 
rupted this Undertaking, but three volumes 
(waltzes, nocturnes, and études) having been 
published as far as is known. The notes to these 
are most scholarly. Though a number of good 
editions of Chopin have been published, there is 
hardly a doubt that Kullak’s occupies among 
them

Patti in Grand Opera. 

Adelina Patti’s first appearance in opera dur- 
ing her present visit took place in New York 
last Monday evening. La Traviata was the 
opera chosen. Every seat was taken and most 
of the standing-room occupied. The prima 
donna was recalled several times at the close of 
each act and liberally rewarded with bouquets. 
The World says: 


ness that inspires passionate admiration; but 
her high artistic cultivation, added to her ex- 
traordinary natural gifts, excites a wild enthusi- 
asm that comes very near to passion. . 
Mme. Patti's voice chauged in tone as ber man- 
ner changed in each act, and was us distinctly 
different as the four elegant toilets in 
which she appeared.” The Times, while 
rather more conservative, and not will- 
ing to “gush” over the performance, says: 
Her admirable voice gitistened through its 
measures; her clear-cut elocution bore to every 
ear every syllable of the soft Italian tongue in 
which Violetta sings her woes, and she moved 
over the boards as beautiful, as graceful, and, as 
to sensitiveness, and the magnetism which iess 
perfect vocalists diffuse about them, as unim- 
pressed and unimpressive, as a statue.”

The Herald 
thus sums up its criticism: 

It is sufficient to say that her exceptional tal- 
ents in Italian opera, of which all America has 
heard, and of which so many Americans have 
while abroad been the deligbted witnesses, was 
made manifest to the less fortunate ones who 
only last evening heard her Vivletia for the tirst 
time. The performance opened the season aus- 

iciously, not with any unexampled enthusiasm, 

hut with the gratifying evidence of popular in- 
terest which promises to carry the series of per- 
formances to a highly successtul conciusion. 

The Nation takesamore sober view of the 
matter, and considers that on account of the 
poverty of her surroundings Patti bas not yet 
been beard in opera: “ Alone, alone, all alone, 
she floated on a sea of monotonous and often 
discordant sounds, and neither her beautiful 
voice nor her refined phrasing and perfect exe- 
cution of florid and melodious passages could 
arouse any genuine enthusiasm.” Music de- 
clares that. Ot Patti's own share in the per- 
formance there can be only one opinion— that it 
was very near perfection.: Her singing and act- 
ing of the role of Violeta was, we repeat, per- 
fect.”

Another Great Singer and Artist Gone. 

Mme. Rudersdorff, who recently died in Bos- 
ton, was in her day a great artist of the school 
of dramatic sopranos to which Titiens belonged. 
She ranked at the time of der death as one of 
the greatest singing-teachers, and many of our 
present prima donnas owe their success to her 
training. She was a woman of violent temper, 
not moderate in her use of language. and many 
curious stories aro told of her eccentricities and 
curious actions. Mme. Rudersdorff was born at 
Ivanowsky, in the Ukraine, in i822, concluded 
her studies at Paris and Milan, and sang the so- 
prano music in Mendelssohn's Lobgesang

She @ang at the Royal Italian 
Opera ot London, between 1861 and 1865, upon 
various occasions. She came to Boston some 
ten years ago to take part in the peace jubilee, 
and since that time bad taken an active part in 
the musical interests of that city. Although she 
was never heard in this country until her voice 
had passed its prime, still her dramatic delivery 
and admirable style won her high praise from 
all true musicians. Few artists did more for 
her art than Mme.

Some Gossip About Liszt. 

A correspondent who recently attended asmall 
musical breakfast given to the Abbé Liszt in 
Rome gives some interesting gossip about the 
great musician and his granddaughter, the 
young Baroness von Bülow. During the execu- 
tion of one of his pieces Liszt sat near the piano 
in an easy chair hoiding the score. The young 
Baroness sat beside bim leaning familiarly on 
the low arm of his chair. The two read the 
score together, They pointed out to each other 
by turns certain passages that attracted their 
attention or approval; whispered softly to one 
another, and displayed all the pleasant intimacy 
of good comradeship. The granddaughter of 
Liszt is about 18 or 20; she has a graceful svelte 
form, a finely-shaped small head, dark waving 


‘hair, oval face, a very handsome brow, and dark 


eyes that are differentin color; one is dark violet 
biue, the other a brown gray. The features are 
well formed, and the mouth is full of feeling 
as the eyes are of intelligence. Her manners, 
too, are excellent. There is no posing 
about ber, she is perfectly natural. Of Liszt 
himseif itis pleasant to learn that he is in bet- 
ter health. The climate of Rome always agrees 
with him. He went there in September in a 
very delicate condition, the result of a fall he 
had a few months ago; but has improved in ap- 
pearance and strength wonderfully. Liszt is one 
of the most obstinate of human beings in the 
matter of health; he has always enjoyed the 
liberty that a fine physique and a superbly bal- 
anced system gives a man, and has always tested 
his strength very seriously. Even now he de- 
votes hours and hours to study and composi- 
tion, to laborious thought and fatiguing work, 
when he ought to be resting. He forgets sleep, 
food, and everything. The granddaughter has 
more gufluence over bim than any one liv- 
ing. Emile Olivier was present at the same con- 
cert.

A Eree Press Interview Sustained and 
Its Source Revealed. 


Detroit rree Press. 

A few months ago an interview with a promi- 
nent and well-known physician; formerly a resi- 
dent of Detroit, but now living in New York, 
appeared in the columns of this paper. The 
statements made by the doctor and the facts he 
divuiged were of so unusual a nature as to 
cause no little commotion among those who 
read them, and many inquiries were raised as to 
the genuineness of the interview and the valid- 
ity of the statements it contained. The name 
of the physician was at that time suppressed at 
his own request. The seal of secrecy, however, 
cap now be removed, as the important and in- 
teresting letter which appears below will abund- 
antly show.
